In response to the Filing Receipt and the Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonprovisional Application 
Filed Under 37 CFR 1.53(b) - Filing Date Granted" both mailed on May 21, 2001, the applicant 
believed the application was complete. The applicant called the week of May 24, 2001 Customer 
Service Center Initial Patent Examination Division at 703-308-1202 to discuss the error in the Filing 
Receipt and the Notice to File Missing Parts. In particular the applicant stated that the patent 
application included a facsimile copy of the signed Declaration and Power of Attorney for Frank L. 
Madarasz, Ramarao Inguva and James K. Wyly, the inventors who are also identified in the 
provisional patent application to which priority is claimed and the filing receipt omitted James K.
